Iloes  not  the  iiidivuliial  systei  i mark  and 
emphasize  eki.ss  tlistinetion  in  tlu  chiireh? 
On  the  contrary  i it  places  every  one  on  the 
same  plane  of  eljratiliiiess  and  « rder.  The 
old  system  discHminates,  and  es|)eciallv 
ayainst  the  Baijtisf  pastor,  a^  he  must 
take  the  cup  nftijr  every  other  ( articipant 
has  used  it.
